And of course 
the mother of all hook franchises, Harry Potter, saw Chis 
Columbus helm the first two before three other directors 
finished the magical series. The question is: Why? 

Being hired to get one of these juggernaut off the ground 
‘may seem like a director's dream, but it often comes with a 
specific set of nightmares. You have to bring a world into 
boing that exists in the mind of not only the author but also 
zillions of readers, and there are heavy constraints on your 
creative freedom. You have to he layal tothe source material 
but still ereate an exciting film that isn't nine hours long 
(unless you're Peter Jackson). You have to discover and cast 
the actors who are going to hecome Hermione Granger and 
Bella Swan and Katniss Everdeen and Christian Grey, and 
xno matter what choice you make, at least half the fans will 
hate-tweet you for it. Plus you're grappling with pressure 
from the studio, criticism from the press, and often contrac- 
tual control by the author. It's hard enough to make any 
‘movie well, ut making these particular movies well ean feel 
like their own special kind of hell. Even ifthe directors sue- 
ceed, their creative struggles with the actors, the author, or 
the studio during the preduetion ofthat first flm ean make 
them persona non grata for the next installments. Or the 
directors themselves may decide the payoff simply isn't 

worth the cost, 

“It’s not inevitable that the 
ireetor shouldn't, doesn't, or 
‘won't come back for the second 
one,” said Wyek Godfrey, pro- 
ducer of the Twilight franchise, 
which employed a total of four 
directors to helm the five films in 
the series. “There are just so 
‘many factors with ahit. You have 
to look at it from the director's 
choice, from the studio's choice, 
and perhaps in [the ease of Fifty Shades of Grey] the author's 
controls, which may also play a part in it” 

‘Taylor-Johnson and Fifty Shades author BL James have 
been voeal about their disagreements during production, 
including their argument over the films ending and'Taylor- 
Johnson's desire to move further away from the source 
‘material than James—who has reportedly said she wants 
to write the seript for the sequel—would allow. Compromis- 
ing artistic vision ean surely be exhausting, but often 
directors leave Inerative franchises simply because of time. 
‘Most flms based on a book series, especially YA novels, are 
shot essentially nonstop. So a director who sticks around 
for the sequels can find herself forced to edit the first film 
while preparing to shoot the second and working on the 
seript for the third all at once.

IT DOESN'T SEEM LOGICAL, BUT LEONARD NIMOY HELPED MAKE IT COOL 
‘to be uncool. With his pointed ears, arched eyebrows, and stoic demeanor, 
the Star Trek actor, who died Fob, 27 at the age of 83, portrayed the half: 
human, half-Vulean Me. Spock as the ultimate outsider, nither one species 
nor the other, exploring his own inner landseape as he ventured through 
‘space studying different forms of life, neluding human beings. Even aboard 
iterprise, Spock was “the other,” the initially unweleome 
vhose intelligence and detachment were a counterweight to 
the volatile righteousness of William Shatner’s Capt. James . Kirk. 

During the TV show's initial 1966-69 run and in subsequent movies and 
Spock became a hero to everyone who ever felt left 
‘out, and his imperviousness to the sting ofthat isolation served as inspira 
tion to millions of fans to never lose sight of the value of their contributions, 
even if others can't see or understand it.

Nimoy himself was attuned to Spock outsider status 
from early on. “Asa Jew from Catholie Boston, [under 

stood what it was like to feel alienated, apart from the 
mainstream," he said in a 2003interview with the Jewish 
Journal. Ahough Star Trkwas created by Gene Rodden 
borry, Nimoy, says George Takei, who played helmsman 
Lieutenant Sulu in the series, built much of who Spock 
bbeeame.“The Vulean pinch that weakened his enemies} 
‘was something he invented on the set,” Takei told EW 
‘on the day of Nimoy's death. “In the seript, one of the 
‘writers had him punching out anadversary, and he said, 
‘Why would logical Spock expend all that energy..wwhen 
alle has to dois incapacitate them?” 

Obviously there was much more to Nimoy than 
Spock. With his first wife, Sandra Zober, he had a 
daughter, Julie, and a son, Adam, now a television 
director: After his divoree from Zober in 
ried Susan Bay, a cousin of his Transformers: Darkof the 
Moon director Michael Bay (Nimoy voiced Sentinel 
Prime in that film).

isn't sweet and funny and winning...it's all of those things, 
With Dames Maggie Smith and Judi Dench lobbing wickedly 
bitchy verbal grenades back and forth, how could it not be? 
Butit'salso predictable, corny, and mild, It'sthe kind of movie 
that provides a perfect answer for when your mother or 
grandmother calls you up and asks, “What should I go see 
with the girls after our weekly canasta game?” 
When the first Best Exotic Marigold Hotel came out three 
years ago, it was a revelation. Not so much the movie itself, 
which spun a harmlessly agreeable tale about retirees who 


travel to India to spice up their Centrum years, 
but more what it represented. It was a 
reminder of a perennially underserved movie- 
going demographic that gets rediscovered 
every decade or so with films like Cocoom and 
Driving Miss Daisy. Afterall, here was 1 movie 
that didn’t treat aging asa curse or acrime, but 
asa time in life that might offer a last chance 
for adventure, meaning, and perhaps even 
romance, Getting older didn't have to be 
an end, it could be a new beginning. It was a 
surprise hit, follow-up was inevitable, 

As the new film opens, the Marigold’ ehirp- 
ily obsequious owner, Sonny (Dev Patel), and 
his quipping comanager, Muriel (Smith), arrive 
in San Diego, where Sonny hopes to persuade 
the head of a retirement-hotel chain (David 
Strathairn) to invest in his expansion plans for 
a second Marigold while Muriel gets to roll her 
eyes at the California weather and seaff at the 
perverse American notion of what constitutes 
a proper cup of tea, Strathairn closes the meet- 
ing with the promise of sending an under 
representative to India to check aut Sonny's 
operation and determine the potential of his 
business plan, 

Back in Jaipur, Sonny's fiancée (Tina Desai) 
is busily preparing for their upcoming wedding 
party. But the ambitious groom-to-be is too 
busy sniffing around for Strathairn’s spy to 
focus on the festivities. And when Richard 
Gere shows up with a thiek mane of silver-fox 
hair and a suitease full of linen shirts, Sonny 
knowshe'sthe one and bends over backward to 
make sure his stay is perfect, even going 80 
far as to set him up with his mother (Lillote 
Dubey). Meanwhile, another new arrival 
(Tamsin Greig), whom Sonny ignores, may be 
the realinspeetor: Episodes of Three's Company 
have been built on sturdier premist 

Ofcourse, none of that is why anyone is going 
to see The Second Best Exotic Marigold Hotel 
(pity the poor multiplex employee who has 
to squeezeall those words ona marquee). What 
we're interested in is the hotel's roll call of 
quirky permanent guests: Smith's Muriel, 
Deneh's Evelyn, Bill Nighy's Douglas, and the 
rest of the golden girls and gents who are on 
the shady side of 70. We want to lose ourselves 
intheir soapy high jinks again and see how thet 
exotie retirement is treating them. For the most 
part, the answer is “very well They're busier 
and bawdier than ever, not to mention as hun- 
sry for love as a Bachelor contestant. Who says 
the whippersnappers have all the fun? B=

But the star, if not the hero, of Dead Wake is Walther

Larson's rich descriptions of life piloting a fragile, slow 
moving coffin that was completely blind when submerged 
are both terrifying and enthralling. As the two vessels 
stumble upon each other, the story almost takes on the 
narrative pulse of Jaws—the sinking was impossible and 
inevitable at the same time. At no point do you root for the 
shark, but Larson’s inoredible detail pulls you under and 
never lets you go.

It'sa funny 
philosophy for a man so prone to 
habit. For 17 years, he's lived at this, 
Elizabeth Lake home with his wife and 
two children.
